|'GOVERNMENT OPPOSES 
PLEA OF JACK JOHNSON

Washington, December 
United States supreme court is asked 
by Solicitor General. Bullitt, in a brief 
made public tonight, to dismiss “sum- 
marilly” the application of Jack John- 
son, the negro pugilst, for writ of 
habeas corpus contesting the constitu- 
tionality of the “white slave” act, for 
the alleged violation of which Johnson 
is awaiting trial at Chicago. The so- 
licitor general does not argue the ques- 
but devotes 
his brief to the view that it is not 
proper procedure to seek Johnson's re- 
lease by writ of habeas corpus in ad- 
vance of trial. 

The lower court denied the writ and 
the solicitor general says: 

“This is one of those cases which 
Should be summarily affirmed without 
any inquiry as to the constitutionality 

of the act of congress under which 
the appellant was indicted and ar- 
rested. 

“Here is a man indicted in a federal 
court, seeking release by habeas cor- 
pus in advance of trial upon the 
ground that the statute is unconstitu- 
tional. The writ-of habeas corpus has 
no such function. It is no substitute 
for a writ of error, even after con- 
viction. 

“In the case at bar, ‘Jack’ Johnson 
has his complete remedy by demur- 
rer, etc., in the district court, where 
he can fully test the constitutionality 
of the ‘white slave’ traffic act. If con- 
victed, his remedy is by writ of error.” 

The case is set for hearing in the 
supreme court January 6.

WILD AUTOMOBILE 


KILLS AND MAIMS 
Racing Car Plunges Among 


Spectators — One Killed 
and Several Injured.

The cup is 70 feet in diam- 
eter at the top, and it requires a speed 
of 55 miles an hour to keep an automo- 
bile.on the almost perpendicular track. 
A thin red line a foot below the top 
serves as the “dead line” for the driver. 

Shain lost control of his machine, 
and it went over the “dead line.” After 
splintering several railing posts it 
dropped to the bottom of the cup, but 
shot to the top again and plunged 
through the railing and among the 
spectators. Then the automobile fell 
back with Shain underneath.

Washington, December 29.—Most of 
\full blood Indians among the five civ- 
ilized tribes of Oklahoma “live in the 
most primitive condition, poorly clad 
and still more poorly fed, and it is the 
exception rather than the rule that 
their children go to school at all,” says 
(ana H. Kelsey, United States Indian 
superintendent in Oklahoma, in an an- 
nual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior Fisher, made public today. He 
‘adds that “most of them have no 
knowledge whatever of business trans- 
actions,” and they “know nothing 
about their land except what some per- 
fson who has secured a lease from them 
tells them.” 

Except that they wear the white 
man’s clothes and live tn log or frame 
houses instead of tepees, there is little 
difference, declares Mr. Kelsey, be- 
tween the full bloods of the five tribes 
and the full bloods of many of the 
western reservations. 

The report says that many Indians 
who were blind for years now g0 
about unattended, or have had their 
sight entirely restored, as the result 
of the work of two eye specialists who 
during the past year found the conta- 
gious eye disease, trachoma, very prev- 
alent among the full bloods. Mr. Kel- 
sey adds that many members of the 
five tribes who are dying of: tubercu- 
losis might»be cured or have their lives 
prolonged with proper attention. 

J. George Wright, commissioner: of 
the five civilized tribes, reports that 
more than $3,000,000 in tribal funds 


of the year. There had been allotted 
to enrolled Indian citizens 15,800,009 
acres of iand, the work of allotment, 
started years ago, now being virtually 
completed.

It also was in the iron workers’ 
offices thai many of the men now con- 
victed were declared to have met ‘to 
discuss the conspiracy and to appro- 
priate the union’s funds for the pur- 
chase of explosives. 

AH but two officials of the union, 
brought from cities scattered from 
Boston to Los Angeles, are now in jail. 

Hundreds Besiege Jalil. 

McNamara’s former office was de- 
gserted today, but the gray stone 
county prison, bearing over its portal, 
in black letters, the words, “Jail en- 
trance,” wag besieged by hundreds of 
visitors. The scenes among the wom- 
en relatives of the prisoners clamor- 
ing to be admitted were similar to 
that enacted in the courtroom on Sat- 
urday when, tre verdicts, about 
thirty wives were separated from their 
husbands. Only those who had per- 
mits were admitted, but the entrance 
to the jail was filled with baskets of 
food tagged with the names of certain 
prisoners. 

Up until 1 p. m, when the doors 
were closed to visitors, people stream- 
ed in and out of the little jail. Now 
it was Hockin, termed “the Iago of 
the conspiracy” in having started Mc- 
Manigal into the ‘ynamiting business, 
andthen “snitching”’ on him, who was 
called out of his cell to talk to his wife 
through the bars; now it was Eugene 
A. Clancy, of San Francisco, or J. E. 
Munsey, of Salt Lake City, against 
both of whom charges in connection 
with the Los Angeles explosions were 
sustained, or Michael J. Young, of 
Boston; Philin A. »roley, New Orleans; 
John T. Butler, Buffalo; Frank C. 
Webb, New York, or Paul J. Morrin, St. 
Louis, who came to the barred door to 
talk to a lawyer or a member of his 
family. 

When all the visitors had been ex- 
cluded, the prisoners occupying the 
tiers of cells especially reserved for 
the use of the federal government, 
looked down from the second floor into 
the recreation room, where the regu- 
lar Sunday afternoon program of re- 
ligious music was played on a small 
Organ beside which stood a wilted 
Christmas tree. 

Prisoners Refuse to Talk. ‘ 

All the prisoners refused to talk 
about the verdicts. The only state- 
ment forthcoming from the iron work- 
ers’ international headquarters today 
Was issued by Secretary Joseph E. 
McClory, Cleveland. Mr. McClory and 
Ed Lewis, San Francisco, an execu- 
tive board member, are the only offi- 
Clalg of the union out of jail. 

To the 12,000 members of the unton, 
whose strike against “open shop” con- 
tractors was named by the government 
as the motive for McNamara’s dyna- 
mite plots, Mr. McClory issued this 
statement: , 

“In spite of all the trouble we have 
faced during the last twenty months 
our organization is stronger today than 
it ever was. We have in our ranks 
an abundance of capable leaders and 
our affairs will continue to be man- 
aged with the best care and ability ob- 
tainable. The obligation of the organi- 
zation to its members will be fully 
performed in every respect and we feel 
confident that our members to a man 
will remain loyal to our union. The 
absence of some’ of our officers will 
not Interfere with the management of 
our business.” 

The union's last convention was held 
in Milwaukee in 1911, five months after 
the McNamaras were arested. The an- 
nual convention this year was indefi- 
nitely postponed by the executive board 
on account of the trial here. When 
asked whether another convention 
would be called Mr. McClory said the 
question would be taken up later. 
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McManigal and Clark, 


Besides the 38 men in the county 
jail waiting sentence, McManigal and 
Edward Clark, Cincinnatl, confined in 
the federal building, remain to be dis- 
posed of. 

Clark, who pleaded guilty, prob- 
ably will be sentenced with the others. 
Sentence on McManigal is not to be 
imposed at this time, but he is to be 
returned to Los Angeles county, where 
he hae pleaded guilty te causing an 
explosion 

District Attorney Miller said today 
he had taken no steps toward loan- 
ing to local authorities, for prosecu- 
tions locally, any evidence held by the 
government. He said undoubtedly the 
government would yleld evidence to 
assist in local prosecutions. It was 
repeatedly stated by the district at- 
torney and by Judge Anderson, be- 
fore the jury, that the present trial 
“never would have been necessary, 
had the dynamite explosions in Cleve- 
land and other cities in the last six 
years been stopped by vigorous pros- 
ecutions.” 

“The most significant thing of this 
trial has been the testimony that jobs 
have been blown up in the heart of 
great cities, that workmen have been 
assaulted, riots have occurred, and 
even murders have been committed 
without there having been any arrests,” 
said Mr. Miller. “Local officials have 
feared to do their duty, and police 
court judges have overlooked crimes. 
Of course, the dynamiters had good 
grounds for their boldness. They 
felt safe under those conditions.”

SENIORITY RULE 
T0 BE ABOLISHED 


Radical Changes in Organizing 
the Senale Committees 


The So-Called Progressive Democrats 
Have Combined to Change 
Old Rule. 


By John Corrigan. Jr. 

Washington, December 29.—(Special) 
Radical and revolutionary changes are 
to be put into effect in the senate in 
the organization of the new democratic 
congress next March. 

The old rule of seniority, by which 
the veterans of the senate have been 
able to entrench themselves in power 


‘and occupy two or more important com-, 


mittee berths, will be abolished. New 
members will be placed on an equal 
footing with old members, and proven 
efficiency will be the yard stick ap- 
plied to all seeking committee places. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, has 
been one of the most aggressive and 
active movers in behalf of the change. 
Mr. Smith has been mentioned for the 
post of democratic leader, now held by 
Senator Martin, of Virginia, but has 
given no encouragement to the talk, 
but he expects to take a much more 
active part in the senate’s business 
hereafter. 

Under the seniority rule members of 
a committee are automatically pro- 
moted as those above them on the list 
drop out. Under this rule the ranking 
minority members at present would be- 
come chairmen of their respective com- 
mittees in the new democratic con- 
gress. 

Bacon for Movement. 


Senator Bacon, under this rule, would 
have the choice of several chairman- 
ships—foreign relations, judiciary and 
the office of president pro tempore. Mr. 
Bacon is entirely in accord with the 
new revolutionary movement, and in 
publicly approving it, announces he will 
be content to take the chairmanship 
of foreign relations, for which he is 
eminently qualified, or the post of pres- 
ident pro tem. He would then give up 
his other committee places. There is 
no suggestion of a fight on Senator 
Bacon for any single position he wants. 

For weeks a quiet campaign has 
been under way among the newer mem- 
bers of. the senate, and those just 
elected in favor of a. change which 
would give the new members a greater 
share of work and more important 
committee assignments. 

Mr. Bryan’s editorial in this week’s 
issue of The Commoner on “The Blight 
of Seniority” led to the unfolding of 
the new scheme of reorganization al- 
ready worked out and subscribed to by 
thirty democratic senators. 

Charging that up until two years 
ago the democrats in the senate were 
largely of the reactionary type, and 
held all the important committee 
places, Mr. Bryan said: 

“The democratic party is going to 
have another struggle in both senate 
and house over the committee assign- 
ments, and it is again threatened with 
the blight of seniority. It will be 
asked to put the ambitions and the in- 
terests of individuals above the well- 
fare of the party and the good of the 
country. 

“The rule of seniority requires that 
when a man is once upon a committee 
he shall be permitted to stay there un- 
til he voluntarily withdraws, and he 
must be promoted ag fast as thise 
above him fall out. It entirely disre- 
gards the spirit of democracy and 
violates the fundamente] principles of 
representative government.” 

The Proposed Changes. 

When Mr. Bryan was in Washington 
about a month ago he talked with 
Senators Hoke Smith, xern, Martine 
and Newlands and was informed of 
the movement then on foot. His edi- 
torial was probably designed to help 
along that cause, It is said, however, 
that the progressive democrats already 
feel confident of success and have 
thirty votes in the caucus for. the 
change. ; 

Here are the revolutionary proposals 
as explained to The Constitution re- 
porter by Senator Smith: 

1. Abolition of the rule of seniority, 
and limiting the elder statesmen to 
membership on only one of the five big 
committees — finance, appropriations, 
foreign relations, judiciary and inter- 
state commerce. This will provide 
important commitiee rlaces for forty- 
five separate democrats, whereas at 
present the older members have two 
or three big committees. 

2. Election of the committee on 
committees by the caucus rather than 
their selection by the chairman -f the 
caucus. 

3. Election of a chairman of each 
committee by the majority members, 
thug further diminishing the power of 
the elder statesmen, who claim these 
places by right of seniority. 

4. LAmiting the term of chairman of 
the caucus to two years. This posi- 
tion carries with it the title of lead- 
ershipYof the party in the senate, and 
is now held by Senator Martin, of Vir- 
ginia. 

Length of service will count for less 
in the senate than it ever has before, 
if this program is carried through. The 
new member in his first congress will 
be on a-parity with the veteran of 
twelve or fifteen years’ experience, and 
will stand an equal chance of election 
to important chairmanships. 

New Senators for Change. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, has 
been one of the most active movers in 
the campaign to overturn the seniority 
rule; Senator O’Gorman of New York, 
Senators Owen and Gore of Oklahoma, 
Lea of Tennessee, Newlands of Nevada, 
Reed of Missouri, Kern and Shively af 
Indiana, Pomerene of Ohio, Bryan of 
Florida, Chamberlin of Oregon, Mar- 
tine of NeweJersey and Smith of South 
Carolina are some of the newer mem- 
bers who are ardently desirous of the 
change in the rules governing com- 
mittee assignments. Among the older 
members, Senators Stone of Missouri, 
Overman of North Carolina and Bacon 
of Georgia have concurred in the pro- 
posal. 

All the newly elected democratic 
senators, whose terms will begin on 
March 4, are naturally for the change. 
Announcements of approval] have been 
received from Senators-elect Saulsbu 
of Delaware Vardaman of Mississippi, 
James of Kentucky and Hughes of 
New Jersey. 

Senator Hoke Smith, when seen to- 
day, said: 

“We want to make the senate demo 
cratic in practice and progressive in 
principle. Demonstrated capacity and 
special fitness for the different lines of 
congressional work, rather than bliud 
adherence to an outworn custom of

COMMON ABOUT BERLIN 


Berlin, December 29.—Great airships 
floating lazily in the leaden winter 
skies are now such common sights in 
and around Berlin that the bystander 
gives them practically no attention.

A Great Mistake Most Farm- 
ers Make. 


The following is taken from the cur- 
rent issue of Farm and Fireside: 

“One of the greatest drawbacks to 
successful farming is a lack of work- 
ing capital. I am not writing of the 
men who simply raise grain and sell it, 
as this class require little capital to 
start with and seldom have any to fin- 
ish with, nor am I writing of the men 
who acquired their land years ago for 
next to nothing and have raised a 
goodly family to do the labor. This 
class, now fast passing, retire to town 
and pose as successful farmers. 

“T write of the man who buys land 
now at from $100 to $200 an acre and 
has to make it pay. Tne great mistake 
this man makes is putting nearly all 
his capital into land and leaving litthe 
or nothing to run it with, because on 
this high-priced land the basis of his 
success must be live stock and legumi- 
nous crops, and, as these do not give 
the quick returns grain-raising does, 
he must have more capital, and hence 
must buy less land. There is not a 
farmer in the state of Ioawwa owning 
one hundred and sixty acres of land 
who would not be better off in every 
way if he sold forty acres and used 
the proceeds to build up the remaining 
one hundred and twenty acres.

| Visit to His Birthplace 


Apples and Ship Given by Admirers. 
President-Elect Made Brief Stop 
in Washington.

Princeton, NM J., December 29.—With 
@ miniature ship of state in one hand 
and a basket of Virginia apples in the 
other, President-elect Wilson came 
home tonight after an all-day ride 
from Staunton, Va., his birthplace. As 
aparting gift, the people of his native 
town gave him aship of flowers and, 
amid cheering, bade him God-speed. 

The president-elect said he felt 
deeply touched by the hospitality dis- 
Played not only toward him, but ev- 
erybody who came back for the re- 
union. The governor had so far re- 
gained his normal strength that he 
talked politics most of the day with 
people who rode with him on different 
stretches of the trip. 

Wilson Meets Sullivan, 

National Chairman William Mc- 
Combs and Speaker R. EB. Byrd, of the 
Virginia legislature, talkea with the 
governor from Staunton to Washing- 
ton. At Washington, where the gOvV- 
ernor’s special car stopped an_ hour, 
Jerry J. Sullivan, one of the leaders 
of the democracy of Iowa, was re- 
ceived by Mr. Wilson in his stateroom. 
The president-elect did not leave his 
car at all while at the national capital. 

Mr. Wilson had invited Mr. Sullivan 
to join him today at Washington, and 
they were together most of the jour- 
ney from Washington to Princeton 
junction. Mr. Sullivan continued on tu 
New York. 

“We were just picking up the threads 
of the situation tn Iowa,” said Mr. Wil- 
son of his talk with Mr. Sullivan. They 
had talked over legislative policies, he 
added. He was asked if he had men- 
tioned cabinet appointments to his 
Iowa visitor and answered that he had 
not. The inquiry wags occasioned by the 
fact that Judge Martin Wade, national 
committeeman from Iowa, has urged 
the appointment of Mr. Sullivan as sec- 
retary of the interior, the name of Mr. 
Sullivan having been informally sug- 
gested to the president-elect for that 
portfolio by friends of the Iowan. 

The West and the Trusts. 

Mr. Sullivan explained that the ob- 
ject of his call was to learn Mr. Wil- 
son’s position on the tariff and the 
trust questions. 

“We are interested in the west in 
the destruction of those trusts that 
mean death to,competition,” he said. 
‘Mr. Wils d not comment, except 
(to say that he stood firmly behind his 
utterances during the campaign on 
these questions.” 

When asked tonight to elaborate his 
remarks on last night about early 
Philippine independence, the president- 
elect said he did not wish to go into 
the question in detail at this time, as 
he was not yet ready to make known 
his plans. 

With respect to his utterance of last 
night, that many men likely to be as- 
sociated with the government “would 
have to be mastered” tn order “that 
they might become instruments of 
mercy and of justice,” the governor 
explained that he had no specific per- 
son in mind.

; Mangled fingers, a lost hand, or 
greater mutilation may result.” 

The other disputed group of acci- 
dents can be classed roughly as due 
to “taking risks.” 

“As practice continues,” says the re- 
port, “the tension gradually subsides, 
and the worker attends less closely, 
but is vastly more safe. 

“In his case danger intrudes. A very 
large number of mechanical processes 
involve a series of operations. Occa- 
sionally, to use a stamping press as 
an example, after the series of motions 
starts, the worker sees something 
wrong with the machine. This may 
start an entirely new series of actions, 
but doeg not stop the one already 
started. In an entirely involuntary 
way he reaches to adjust the diordered 
machine . . He will press the treadle 
and at the same time put his hand 
under the die.” 

Tf, then, the care-free automatic 
manner of working is best for both 
worker and product, the manufacturer 
should provide such safeguards that 
the operatives working automatically 
will be automatically protected to s9 
complete an extent that accidents are 


impossible.

Washington, December 29.—(Special.) 
Woodrow Wilson, contrary to popular 
belief and universal acceptance, has 
not yet been elected president of the 
United States. 

Everybody knows that the Wilson and 
Marshall electors were successful, but 
until those electors meet and perform 
their duty, there will be no president- 
elect. Under the constitutional theory. 
the people do not choose a president, 
but the electors they name perform 


. thet task. 


Georgia's electoral college will meet 
at the state capital at noon on January 
13 and cast their votes. The law which 
controls their actions is set forth in 
sections 80 and 89 to 95 of the code of 
1895. 

Following the November election the 
governor is required, within twenty 
days, to notify the electors who have 
been chosen and to “require their at- 
tendance at the capitol on the second 
Monday in January next following 
their appointment, to meet at 12 o'clock 
and give their vote for president and 
vice president of the United States, and 
all acts and proceedings of the said 
electors and other officers of this state, 
relating to the electoral votes thereof, 
shall conform to the acts of congress 


? approved February 3, 1887, and Octo- 


ber 19, 1888.” 

When the electors meet at the, ap- 
pointed hour, if there are any vacan- 
cies, a majority of the whole number 
elected can fill those vacancies. Thus 
if eight electors only appeared at At- 
lant:. they could elect six other elec- 
tors themselves, so that the entire four- 
teen votes of the state might be cast. 
They must notify the governor of such 
action. 

Should there not be a majority after 
waiting ten days—a majority of the 
electors failing to appear—the governor 
would be required to call the legisla- 
ture together to choose other electors. 

The method of procedure for. the 
electoral college is set forth in section 
93 of the code, which follows: 

“The electors, when assembled to 
cast the vote, shall choose a president 
of their body from their number, and a 
number. The

Fach member of the electoral col- 
lege is to rece@ge $50 for his services 
and mileage at’the rate of 10 cents a 
mile in going to and from his home to 
the capital. The secretary is to be 
paid $8 per day. The expenses are to 
be paid out of the state's contingent 
fund. The pay of tne messenger is 25 
cents for each mile traveled to Wash- 
ington. After he delivers the returns 
to the secretry of the senate, he is paid 
by the financial clerk of the senate 25 
eents for each mile hé travelg from the 
etate capital to Washington. 

Word comes from Montezuma, Ga., 
that J. M. DvPree, the elector from 
that district, is paralyzed and will not 
be able to serve. In his absence the 
other electors will be forced to elect 
@nother to take his place. If the al-

WHOOPING COUGH 
DANGEROUS DISEASE 


Georgia State Board of Health Points 
Out Necessity for Extreme Care 
on Part of Mothers. 


Mothers who consider whooping 
cough a trivial disease make a sert- 
ous and often fatal mistake. says the 
Georgia State Board of Health, On the 
other hand, it is very fatal; it causes 
every year in the United States nearly 
or quite as many deaths as scarlet 
fever, and almost one-half as many 
deaths as diphtheria. 

Approximately 5,000 deaths in the 
United States are caused annually by 
whooping cough, and of ‘ese about 
97 per cent are of children under 
5 years of age. If the child reaches 
5 years of age without having the 
disease, the chances are strongly in 
favor of his escaping it altogether, 
though it is by no means certain and 
it is well to continue to take precau- 
tions against it whenenever necessary. 

Thus, it is the bables who suffer 
most from whooping cough and whose 
lives are too often laid down in. need- 
less sacrifice to it. Save the babies 
from it and the problem is solved, 

A Strange View of It, 

Considering the danger in whooping’ 
cough, its fatality resulting more 
largely from complications that fol- 
low it than from the disease itself, it 
is strange that so many mothers look 
on it Nghtly, and have even been 
known in some instaices to. permit 
their children to be exposed to it 
while voung upon the theory that they 
are better able to stand it and that it 
is well for them to have it early, 
and be through with it. This is a 
mistaken and dangerous view to take.

OF TODAY SCORED 


“Old Year” Sermon Preached 
by Dr. Hugh K. 
Walker. 


“We are in too much of a hurry to do 
things right in this age, too much 
like the advertisement of the shoeman, 
‘Repairs while you wait,” said Dr. 
Hugh K. Walker Sunday morning at 
the First Presbyterian church, when 
he departed from the routine custom 
of ministers and preached an “old 
year” sermon, instead of dwelling on 
the new. 

His discourse was an analysis of 
present-day conditions, caused by the 
break-neck pace of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and the subject of the sermon 
was, “The Cause, the Consequences, and 
the Conquest of the Time-Spirit,” 
taken from the following texts: “One 
day is a thousand years, and a.-thou- 
sand years is one day,” II. Peter, i111:8, 
and “He hath set eternity in their 
hearts,” Ecclesiastes iii:11, 

Last night Dr. Walker followed up 
the morning sermon with another 
“old year’ talk, the subject being, 
“The Bane and Blessing of Our Yes- 
terdays.” 

Sunday morning he said in part: 

“Time is something that we have 
invented ourselves, but which has all 
but mastered us with its influence. 
We shrink from the Infinite and be- 
come materialists. We are worship- 
pers of the tangible, instead of the 
spiritual. We are so busy with our 
plans, rushing toward their consum- 
mation at break-neck speed, that w» 
forget the God within us. We have 
been trying to make something of our 
temporal years, instead of building 
the mansions of eternity. 


Inflammation of the breathing tubes, 
which is severe in this disease, is often 
folowed by pneumonia of an exceed- 
ingly fatal type.

Whooping cough is a highly conta- 
gious disease in which the breathing 
tubes are severely inflamed, and which 
is accompanied by a peculiar paroxys- 
mal cough, ending in the familiar 
‘‘whoop.” The real cause of the dis- 
ease is not Known; there have been 
many theories involving numerous 
ferms, but none of them has ever been 
proven. That the disease is spread 
almost entirely by immediate contact— 


and intimate—is the generally accepted 
view as to the manner of its contrac- 
tion. Men one child in a home has 
it, the others are practically sure to 
contract it. It is not generally be- 
lieved to be carried by other persons 
or through infected clothing or other 
articles. Close contact will spread it 
in the open air, but it is not so Mable 
to do so as in the house. é 
How the Disease Develops. 

For the first few days after contract- 
ing the disease thse child seems to have 
an ordinary cold which does not yield 
to customary treatment. The cold will 
continue for a week or ten days; the 
child grows feverish and restless; the 
cough becomes gradually deeper and 
harsher; the child also suffers from loss 
of appetite and may become restiess 
and sleepless at night. Th’e next stage 
is more severe, bringing the paroxysms 
of coughing from which the disease 
gets its name. If the child is in bed, 
a coughing spell may come on without 
warning; if up and about it may De 
restless and disturbed, seeming to feel 
that an attack igs coming on. Any 
slight disturbance such as eating, 
drinking or crying, will bring on a 
spell. Beginning with a short cough, 
there follows a long series of coughs 
which gradually become shorter and 
shorter, racking the whole body and 
causing the greatest distress. At the 
end of the series of coughs the child 
is breathless; its breath is drawn in 
with a sudden catch and whoop. Some- 
times three or four attacks may come 
in succession, leaving the child com- 
pletely exhausted. 

Every case of whooping coug} 
should be treated by a physician, for 
proper treatment not only lessens the 
child’s suffering, but it leads to prompt 
recognition of the symptoms of any 
dangerous complication which ‘might 
threaten the child’s life. 


Health Authorities Should Act. 


Health authorities have done little 
toward stamping out the disease be- 
cause of the generally prevalent be- 
lief that it is of a more or less trivial 
nature. But it would undoubtedly ma- 
terially lessen the spread of the dis- 
ease, if health authorities woulg take 
hold of it as they do of other dan- 
gerous contagious diseases, placard- 
ing the houses in which there are 
whooping cough patients, and other- 
wise warning against the contagion. 
It woulde be cruel to confine children 
with whooping cough entirely to the 
house; they need the fresh air. But 
it has been suggested that children 
with whooping cough should be mark- 
ed with a ribb 
color worn on the arm when they 
go out as a warning to others against 
the disease. Such protective meas- 
ures must have a tendency to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 

Adoption of these protective meas- 
ures can only be brought atout when 
people are convinced of their value 
and necessity. The spread of whoop- 
ing cough can easily .be controlled, if 
the parents of any community will 
unite in the work. Parents whose 
chilqren have the disease should warn 
their neighbors and friends against 
visiting them; they should see to it 
that their children when on the street 
do not mingle with other children 
and they should not let other people's 
children come to their homes. 
wise, parents of children not affected 
with the disease, shoul4é keep their 
children severely away from those who 
have it.

READJUSTMENT ASKED 
OF MAIL PAY TO ROADS 


Washington, December 29.—An ap- 
peal for legislation to readjust the 
method of computing payménts to rail- 
roads for transporting the mails was 
made today by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock in a letter to the house 
committee on postoffices and post 
roads. 

“On account of the institution of 
{the parcels post system,” wrote Mr. 
Hitchcock, “the weight of mail to be 
transported by railroads, probably 
will be increased considerably, and 
under existing laws no additional 
compensation may be paid until there 
has been a weighing of the mails . .d 
a readjustment of the basis of pay.” 

Mr. Hitchcock's proposition, which 
he suggested a year ago, provides for 
a complete readjustment of the sys- 
tem of paying railways for carrying 
the mails, substituting space (for 
weight as the chief factor in deter- 
mining compensation. Under this 
plan it would be possible to ascer- 
tain without delay what, if any, ad- 
ditional compensation should be given 
the railroads on account of the par- 
cels post.

On that 
count—and the statement is made in constructive and not destruc- 
tive criticism—the masses of the race stand under the shadow of 
shiftlessness, of unreliability, of moral weakness and of criminal 
impulses. The overwhelming majority of “pistol-toters” and of 


drunken brawlers come from the ranks of the negro. The past 
hristmas season in Atlanta and elsewhere demonstrates that fact. 
he aggravated labor problem in country and city bears further 
witness. It ig as difficult in the one place as the other to pin the 
negro down to continuous, productive labor, to instill in him a re- 
spect for contractual obligation. 

If the great bulk of the race is to record the progress of its 
few unusual specimens, these defects must be conquered. The 
white man hag assisted him, will further assist him, in blazing the 
trail. But the cutting away of the impediments, the keeping open 
of the trail, the carrying of it into the furthest ramifications of the 
racial structure, is the task of the negro himself. 

The white man as a race fits himself for the tasks to which he 
is adapted, and requires that his fellows observe the law and morali- 
ties, practice industry and fidelity to promise—or take the conse- 
quences. Fulfillment of those requirements is, everywhere, the 
test of civilization and progress. To it, the negro, as every other 
race, must conform. There igs hope in that negroes with the view- 
point of Stinson, and others like him, are rapidly increasing in num- 
ber and influence. To the extent that the masses, during the new 
year and every year thereafter, observe the principles these men 
embody, emancipation will ultimately become genuine rather than 
nominal. 
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REMAKING MEN. 


In apt conjunction with New Year’s, and the tendencies toward 
progress we like to debate at this season, comes the announcement 
that there is to be established at New York city an institution the 
sole purpose of which is to be the study of defective individuals, the 
motive being, of course, a curative one. The work is to be instituted 
at the training school and hospital for feeble minded children on 
Randall’s island. The idea is the direct outgrowth of Schrank’s at- 
tack on Colonel Roosevelt, and it is said that philanthropists have 
already subscribed $200,000, that competent alienists may be re- 
tained for the undertaking. 

Reports of this nature are simply added illustrations of the 
energy with which society today addresses itself to: the labor of 
reclamation and rehabilitation. We have discovered, rather rapidly 
in the past century or so, that human life is the most precious asset. 
The old theory used to view the defective child or adult ag hopeless. 
They were assumed to be perpetual charges upon the community, 
and immured in asylum, jail or hospital—sent to the scrap-heap, 
to all intents and purposes, like pieces of mechanism spoiled in the 
making or the secret of operating which baffled the ordinary vision. 


That viewpoint has changed. We are seeing that there is a 
definite physical cause for all infirmities, whether of the mind or 
the body. Back of blindness, of deafness, of idiocy and of dull com- 
prehension are certain material causes. The criminal or the slow- 
witted have been restored to usefulness by the touch of the sur- 
geon’s knife. We prate no more about the “dispensations of Provi- 
dence” with regard to these pitiful cases. We know, now, that 
most such instances have nothing in common with Providence, but 
are merely the results of ignorance—sometimes our own, sometimes 


.the victim’s, but always tragic and always expensive. 


In this age of wonders, no man may foresee what reclaiming 
science may not accomplish. The borderland is now too vague for 
the most powerful imagination. We only know that what seemed 
the sterile performance of duty to the afflicted is transforming itself 
into a mission of hope that, some day, the vast majority of those 
unfortunates who impede progress and make miserable their fellows 
may be restored to an equal participation in the joys and responsi- 
bilities of existence. 
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UNBOTTLING ALASKA. 


The annual report of Governor Clark, of Alaska, to Secretary 
of the Interior Fisher, directs attention to one more important prob- 
lem that will face the incoming democratic administration—and that 


is the enactment of proper measures touching the development of 


that far northern territory. Governor Clark emphasizes two urgent 
requirements that are already of common knowledge. These are 
the providing of a cheaper fuel supply for the territory and the 
construction of better transportation facilities.

END TO POVERTY 


Dr. Dunbar Ogden Preaches on 
Problem of “Property 
and the Poor.” 


By going back to the basic principles 
of Jewish law in the land of Canaan, 
and applying those principles to the 
twentieth century world today, Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden in his Sunday morning 
address at the Céntral Presbyterian 
| chureh argued for a speedy settlement 
of the world’s most urgent problem, 
that of “Property and the Poor.” 

“The sociology of the Bible has been 
overshadowed by its theology,” he said. 
“Industry is recognized by the Bible as 
a fundamental factor in the question 
of poverty. ‘Six days shalt thou labor 
and do all thy work.’ This demand is 
made throughout scripture. The Bible 
recognizes, however, the problem of 
property and the poor. Its solution 
is based on the law of love. 

“At this Christmastide the people of 
Atlanta have sent baskets of gifts out 
to the poor in all parts of the city— 
their contribution to poverty. Love is 
manifested in these gifts, but mani- 
fested poorly. To relieve the poor is 
love’s temporary task. That ‘there 
shall be no poor is its ultimate goal. 

“Land was made the basis of wealth 
by the Jewish law. Upon the entrance 
into Canaan the land was divided 
equally. The laws of inheritance, the 
right of redemption, the release from 
debt every seven years, the return of 
all real estate (save houses in walled 
cities) to the original owner at the end 
of every fifty years—these institutions 
made it impossible for the rich fami- 
lies legally to sweep the foundation 
from under the poor families. We have 
accepted the teaching of the Bible in 
reference to giving to the poor. We 
do not, however, share our fields with 
them. The principle of sharing is the 
same as that of giving, only the method 
is different. 

“Shall we not accept the teaching of 
the Bible in reference to the destruc- 
tion of poverty?, The basic values of 
wealth are God’s, and under Him be- 
long to the people. Ours is the prob- 
lem of so regulating private ownership 
that oppressive wealth and hopeless 
poverty shall be impossible. Only 
through the law of love can this be 
accomplished—love written in human 
hearts and uttered in legal enactments 
—liove mastering the soul and ruling 
the purposes of love—love fulfilling 
the Divine command.”

Editor Constitution: There appeared 
in your valuable paper a few days ago 
a partial report of the proceedings of 
the board of education, with flaring 
headlines, “Toepel Is Downed in Effort 
to Bar Youth From Football.” In my 
capacity as director of physical train- 
ing, it is my duty to encourage and 
direct such physical work, with the ap- 
proval of the board of education, as is 
condusive to good health, and to dis- 
courage all outgrowths and unsane ef- 
forts which are detrimental to a har- 
monious development of the body, 38 
long as that body comes under the 
jurisdiction of the board of education. 

The game of football, which I recom- 
mended to the board of education to 
disapprove the playing of among teams 
of grammar schools, is an excellent 
game for matured bodies at an age 
from twenty to thirty years, provided 
the body has had its rights up to that 
age. This game develops patience, 
obedience, self-denial, self-control, sub- 
mergence of self, alertness and endur- 
ance. It teaches important lessons in 
joys of victory and sorrows of defeat. 
Football is a beautiful game, and has 
been accorded the dignity of the high- 
est official recognition. 

But the game, as it is played under 
college rules, is not suitable for the 
growing boy whose bones and muscles 
have not matured, and whose heart 
cannot endure the strain of the phys- 
ical efforts that this game requires in 
order to win. 

I realized when I had sent the com- 
munication to the board of education 
that no one connected with the board 
has any jurisdiction over any activities 
of the children out of school hours, 
but I was under the impression that 
the board of education could contro! 
the banding together of a number of 
boys attending the same school and 
playing match games under the name 
of that school with similar teams from

New York, December 29.—While the 
steel companies are producing steel 
ingots to the limit of capacity, there 
is an inadequate supply to meet the 
demand of the finishing mills. In con- 
sequence some operations were reduced 
5 to 10 per cent last week. Several 
of the largest companies were able to 
secure a moderate supply of billets 
in the open market. Sales of about 
45,000 tons were reported for shi;- 
ments into the Pittsburg and eastern 
Pennsy'vaaola districts, 

The railroads placed additional con- 
tracts for 120,000 tons of rails, _ in- 
cluding 10,000 tons each for the Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis, the Vandalia 
and the New York, Chicago and S8Bt. 
Louis; 56,000 tons each for the Grand 
Rapids and Indiana and the Duluth, 
Soutn Shore end Atlantic; 3,000 tons 
for the Chica and Western Indiana, 
and 7,000 tons of Nght sections for 
industrial rcads. Export orders incluu- 
ed 30,000 tons for the Canadian Pacific 
and 10,000 tone for the Buenos Ayres 
and Pacific. About 25,000 tons, also, 
were placed by other domestic roads, 
but names tere withheld temporarily.

im GALKAN STATES 


TO DEFY EUROPE 


If Attempt Is Made to Steal 
Fruits of Victory, 


Alleged That Turkey Is Being En- 
couraged to Delay by the At- 
titude of Austria. 


ee 


London; December 29.—Notwithstand- 
ing apparently insurmountable diffi- 
culties attending the successful issue 
of the peace conference, the prospects 
tonight lo»k brighter, more because of 
the changing atmosphere of the con- 
ference than on account of any new 
fact. : 

In the first place, it is stated on good 
authority that the Turkish delegates 
will preseat tomorrow modified terms 
better calculated to afford a basis for 
negotiations, -and, in the second place, 
the allies appear more anxious to come 
to real business, if it is at all possible. 

They have occupied the week-end in 
exchangin,g long cipher telegrams with 
their respective governments in order 
fully to be informed on all points and 
in complete agreement. They seem tv 
be nervously apprehensive that they 
will be deprived of the fruits of their 
Victories by European intervention. : 

Balkan States Fear Europe. 

One of the delegates said tonight: 

“It is difficult to say whether our 
struggle will be harder against Mussul- 
man oppression or against Huropean 
intervention, which already several 
times has prevented us from shaking 
off the Ottoman voke. Although our 
armies have victoriously reached 
Tchatalja, Europe might wish to return 
Adrianople to the Moslems, forgetting 
or ignoring what that would mean for 
the Christian population. But we know 
the value of the so-called European 
@uarantees for Turkish reforms, and 
this time we will not give in. 

“If official Europe likes horrors it 
shall have them. We will fight to the 
bitter end. An eye for an eye and a 
tooth for a tooth.” 

The Balkan delegates fear that Aus- 
tria’s attitude is encouraging the 
Turks to resist. If reports from Vienna 
are true, Austria still persists in the 
enlargement of the frontiers of auton- 
omous Albania to such an extent that 
it will absorb the territories claimed 
by Greece, Servia and Montenegro, 
and, as Montenegro treats the proposi- 
tion of the exchange of Scutari for 
Mount Lowehen as a “blackmailing 
proposition,” the difficulties raised by 
Austria’s attitude have rather increas- 
ed than diminished. 

Conflict Over Albania. 

According to The Vienna Neue Freie 
Presse, a conflict exists between the 
triple alliance and the triple entente 
with regard to Albania. The former 
favors a large and powerful Albania, 
while the powers of the entente urge 
a greatly restricted Albania, 

Rechad Pasha, the head of the Turk- 
ish delegwates, is in constant touch with 
Constantinople with respect to the 
fecharations which he will make at the 
rext meeting of the conference tomor- 
row afternoon. It is reported that he 
is personally opposed to extreme pro- 
posals, but has been forced to accept 
instructions from the porte which were 
dictated partly by fear of the “Young 
Turks” and the military party and 
partly in hope of favorable European 
intervention. The Turks hold the view 
that they have nothing more to lose, 
and may secure beter terms after the 
resumption of hostilities. Rechad 
Pasha himself still is sanguine of a 
successful issue of the conference. 

The allies are determined to Keep 
what they have bought at the price of 
tloodshed. Their armies are rested 
and strengthened; thelr troops are said 
to be in perfect condition, as all in- 
fectious diseases are now under® con- 
trol, and they await the Turks’ attack 
against their lines at Tchatalja. 

The allies profess not to, understand 
what Turkey means by proposing that 
a prince of a neutral state shall be 
ruler of the principality of Macedonia 
and be a Protestant. They contend that 
it could only be a prince of one of the 
Scandinavian countries, because Hel- 
gium and Luxemburg are Catholic, and 
Switzerland has no princes

SWEEPINGS WILL 
AID STREET WORK 


Many Thoroughfares May Be 
Improved by Use of 
Garbage, 


Since the announcement, in regard to 
the utilization of trash and street 
sweepings fer filling holeg and con- 
structing public driveways, was made 
in Sunday’s Constitution, this new plan 
of making public improvements may 
in the future form an important part 
of Atlanta’s general street improve- 
ment system. 

It is being pointed out that the ex- 
tension of West Fair street is not the 
enly thoroughfare that can be made 


into fine boulevards by simply using 


}garbage to fill unsightly holes. 


There are in every section of the 
city streets which Could be extended 
and improved by filling deep holes be- 
tween hills and this work could be 
done by using the garbage taken from 
the streets and backyards. Connally 
street could be extended where there 
is now sewer bottom. Glenn street 
could be extended to the east. Several 
cross streets could be improved to the 
south of Ormond street. In fact, there 
are many streets that could be so im- 
proved and which would become good 
residence thoroughfares. 

Then there is the dumping ground 
question which would be settled to a 
considerable extent. It ig being point- 
ed out, as in the case of West Falr 
street, that a mudhole is a serious 
menace to the health of a community, 
while dump groinds can be made per- 
fectly sanitary by keeping the gar- 
bage covered with earth. The people 
who want the West Fair boulevard not 
enly do not object to the dump ground, 
but are welcoming it, as it means a 
great public improvement with no in- 
sanitary results, as the convicts will 
keep the trash and garbage covered. 

In a number of large cities many 
streets have been improved and beau- 
tified by making of them a temporary 
dumping ground. It is believed that 
Atlanta will new wake up to the use of 
garbage for filling holes in streets 
instead of keeping up the continual 
howl against dump grounds. 


'HOUSE AND SENATE 
MEET NEXT THURSDAY 


Washington, December 29.—Both 
houses of congress will reassemble next 
Thursday. In the senate the impeach- 
ment trial of Judge Robert W. Arch- 
bald, of the commerce court, will be 
resumed, and in the house the Indiar 
appropriation bill will be again under 
debate. 

The house ways and means commit- 
tee, the “money trust” investigating 
committee, the Glass subcommittee on 
banking and currency, the merchant 
marine committee, which has been sub- 
poenaing witnesses for the inquiry into 
the so-called shipping monopolies, will 
prepare at once for hearings the fol- 
lowing week. 

The appropriation measures are in 
gxood shape for final passage before the 
short session ends on March 4 For 
the first time in many vears the urgent 
deficiency bill was avoided durimg the 
pre-holiday recess. The legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill 
has been passed from the house to the 
senate, and the Indian and postoffice 
appropriation bills are pending before 
the house. The’ fortifications bill, 
which will be cut considerably under 
the $7,000,000 estimated by the war de- 
partment for the puspose, is ready to 
follow these supply measures. The 
army appropriation bill is almost com- 
pleted, and only a few finishing touches 
are needed on the rivers and harbors 
omnibus appropriation bill, which will 
run into a total approximating $30, - 
000,000, 


NO COLD WEATHER 
INDICATED FOR SOUTH 


Washington, December 29.—Local 
rains east of the Mississippi river, with 
snow in the extreme northern districts, 
are to be expected during the early 
days of the coming week, acording to 
the weekly bulletin of the weather bu- 
reau. The disturbance is central to- 
day over the Missouri valley and is 
moving toward the Atlantic. 

“Fair weather will follow,” the bul- 
letin says, “and will prevail during the 
remainder of the week, except over the 
central and northern portions of the 
country, where fair weather during the 
middle of-the week will be followed 
later by unsettled weather, with rains 
or snows that wil result from a gen- 
eral depression that is now over south- 
ern Alaska and the Pacific and Cana- 
dian northwest.

MONEY MARKETS 
BADLY STRAINED 


Demands for the Yearly Set- 
tlements Unusually Large. 
Reserves Reduced. 


New York, December 29.—The finan- 
cial markets last week almost wholly 
were given up to preparations for the 
yearly settlement. As had long been 
expected, demands for this purpose 
proving very heavy. Require- 
ments in themselves are unusually 
large and in Europe withdrawals of 
cash from the banks for hoarding have 
reduced reserve resources and ag grTra- 
vated the stringency. Credits of the 
great central banks already are ex- 
panded to an extraordinary degree, and 
the usual call for year-end resources 
promises a further strain. 

In New York the largest January 
dividend and interest payments ever 
made will have to be provided for, and 
Sustained trade activity keeps up the 
interlor demand for money. The cash 
requirements for the holiday circula- 
tion also proved unusually large, add- 
ing to the strain. In spite of the al- 
most stagnant stock and bond mar- 
Kets, the renewal rate for call loans 
at the stock exchange rose to the high- 
est figures of the year. , 

In times of buoyant speculative sen- 
timent stringent money markets ‘have 
proved no bar in the past to active and 
rising stock markets. 

The dullness and sluggishness of the 
current stock market, therefore, may 
be translated into actual perplexity 
over the future course of events. The 
hesitation is the more notable as com- 
ing after a prolonged and an extensive 
decline in priceg from which the recov- 
ery has reached only a small percent- 
age. The fact that some of the fac- 
tors most active in causing the de-, 
cline have spent their force does not 
alter this condition. Confidence now 
is general that the peace of Europe 
will be preserved, in spite of likely 
delays and diplomatic parleys. There 
is almost universal precedent for ex- 
pecting an enormous reflux of money 
into the great banking reserve centers 
promptly after the turn of the year. 
The record rate of activity in trade 
in the country may be said to have 
reached the year’s end in full tide. 
The persistent idleness of speculation, 
nevertheless, urmistakably spells 
doubt. This doubt lows partly froma 
cautious desire to see indications that 
the present activity in trade will be 
sustained rather than to prove a pos- 
sible prelude to reaction. Another 
cause of restraint is the enormous new 
capital issues waiting for the first 
substantial opportunity in the money 
market. Wholesale government loans 
must issue to cover the cost of war in 
the Balkans and the mobilizationg of 
troops by the. great powers. Hun- 
dreds of millions of short term rail- 
road notes in thig country mature 
within a few months. Corporation re- 
quirements for new capital also are 
very large. 

The effect on business, if any, of the 
coming tariff revision remains con- 
jectural. The definite form to be taken 
for regulation and control of financial 
institutions is another subject of live- 
ly interest. The stock market last 
week was affected only in spots by -- 
cidents having a more restricted scope 
than these general considerations, 
pending the solutions of which a 
waiting attitude was maintained.

ATLANTA CLEANER 
THAN A YEAR AGO 


“1912 HasBeen Morally Event- 
ful in This City,’ Says 
Dr. White. 


Summing up the progress made by 
the forces of religion in Atlanta, Dr. 
John E. White declared last night thas 
the Kingdom of God actually exists 
within this city, and, in spite of small 
backsets and counter forces at work, 
Atlanta is steadily advancing in 
morals. The sermon was in ,the nature 
of a New Year’s address, outlining the 
work of the past year, Dr. White’s sub- 
ject being “Atlanta and the Kingdom 
of God in 1912.” The address was 
heard by a large audience at the Sec- 
ond Baptist church. 

“The year 1912 was a year of great 
progress in the kingdom of God,” said 


Dr. White. “First, you must cancel 
out the backsets of the kingdom. It 
has suffered some apparent discourage- 
ments during the year, bpth in Atlanta 
and in the world. 


Unparalleled Lawlessness. 


“It has been a year of unparalleled 
lawlessness, for instance, in the south. 
The honor and dignity of the state of 
Georgia has been violently assailed by 
lawlessness. The sovereignty of the 
State has been seen skKulking stealth- 
ily along the roads at ight with a 
prisoner, in fear of a mob, (as though 
it were itself not a sovereign, but a 
criminal. The governor of a southern 
State has publicly championed the 
abandonment of his state to the mob. 
These things, of course, look very bad, 
but they do not mean that the kingdom 
of God is going backward at home or 
abroad. The great stream showe flot- 
sam and ietsam on the borders, but the 
current is flowing steadily higher 
everywhere. 

“In the city of Atlanta, the year 1912 
has been morally eventful. It is true, 
some things have occurred in the very 
midst of a stupendous moral advance, 
which seem to the outside world hard 
to explain. But the people of Atlanta 
understand it. The forces of evil were 
never so -beaten as at this moment. 
Public opinion was never so thorough- 
ly swayed by the kingdom of God as 
at the present time. God makes the 
wrath of men to praise Him. Even the 
devil sometimes draws the car of the 
kingdom. When you hear a man say 
that Atlanta is not a cleaner city than 
it was a year ago, do not be disturbed. 
for the calm, clear consclence of the 
people makes the proper discount for 
every man who hopes the city is not 
cleaner than it was a year ago, and 
therefore says so. 


Spirit of Sympathy. 


‘Not only is it cleaner of institution- 
alized vice, which was overthrown by 
the chief of police, but a spirit of sym- 
pathy and of brotherly Kindness for 
the unfortunate and the _ fallen has 
been a balm to wounds and a vindica- 
tion of the Christian’s gospel. Sum- 
ming wp for the churches, we have to 
report hew unity and new courage. The 
Christian budget for 1912 amounted to 
more than a million dollars. A year 
ago it was lamented that the religious 
energies in Atlanta were lageting be- 
hind civic enterprise. That lament can- 
not be made now. 

“We hail the new year with confi- 
dence that the good work of the king- 
dom is on the highway. Every Chris- 
tian man has his place In it. The mud- 
dy sensations of city politics may 


'spume and sputter, but we are going 


to dream the dream of a fair city—a 
city at the center of the south—which 
shalP be great in the kingdom of God.”

He was al- 
ways ready to lead a charge or to 
cover a retreat. He had an enchant- 
ing, quiet courage, such as we timid 
spirits can lean upon, as upon a wall. 
Read the account of “-‘- behavior when 
he was so severely wounded at Fair 
Oaks. “Reeling in his saddle, he said, 
‘Quite extraordinary! It’s nothing, gen- 
tlemen, I assure you, not worthy of 
comment. I think we ought to move 
up a little closer. If a surgeon is with- 
in call, and not too busy—at his con- 
venience, perfect convenience—he 
might as well look me over.’ If some 
one of his staff had not caught him, 
the general would have fallen from his 
horse.” 

Read also the playful confession 
with reference to kerosene lamps: 
“Some kind o¢ a patent Kerosene lamp 
was sent me as a present, and the 
donor lit it, explaining to me the meth- 
od of working it. Such was my nerv- 
ousness, | never knew he Wag talking 
to me. Later, after somebody had ex- 
tinguisheq the lamp, I tried to reason 
out to myself what a poltroon I was. 
We get hardened in time; but I assure 
vou,. nothing would ever induce me to 
light or extincuish a_ kerosene lamp. 
I really envy you, madam, as possess- 
ing heroic traits, when you tel] me 
you feel no alarm when in the pres- 
But I am, 
by nature. an arrant coward. An en- 
emy, armed with kerosene lamps 
would drive me off the field: I should 
be panic personified.” 


THOUSANDS HEAR 
CAROLS OF XMAS 


Every Seat in the Auditorium 
Filled When Concert 
Begins. 


With 300 voices joining in Christmas 
melody and Dr. Percy J. Starnes and 
Charles A. Sheldon bringing forth the 
full strength of the great organ, the 
Atianta Music Festival association 
presented a grand Christmas concert 
to 7,000 Atlantans Sunday afternoon at 
the Auditorium. 

Atlanta was just hungry for good 
music. The Auditorium-Armory had 
been used for shows and conventions 
for two months, and this was the first 
time it had opened its doors to a Sun- 
day afternoon concert audience in that 
length of time, Every seat in the 
building was filled before Dr. Starnes 
began the program at 3:30 o'clock, 
}playing on the organ the beautiful, 
strains of Handel's “Pastoral Sym- 
phony.” Hundreds of people came too 
late to get seats, and many stood in 
the aisles during a part of the pro- 
gram. Only one feature marred the 
afternoon—the number of inconsider. 
ate people who caused disturbance by 
leaving before the end. 

Christmas carols, from the Engilsh 
and French of the middle ages, formed 
the main part of the program, and the 
unique words and melodies were great- 
ly enjoyed. 

“God Rest Ye, Merrie Gentlemen,” 
was one of the English carols of the 
fourteenth century that held a quaint 
and pleasing strain. Others sung were 
‘Good King Wenceslas,” “The Coven- 
try Carol” and “The Holly and the 
Ivy.” The chorus was in excellent 
training. Dr. Starnes, who had worked 
with the members for many weeks in 
preparation for the event, acted as 
conductor. Mr. Sheldon accompanied 
them on the organ. 

“Christmas,” an organ solo by the 
well-Known Belgian organist, Dethier, 
was given a wonderful inter- 
pretation by Dr. Starnes. The closing 
number, Gounod's “Nazareth,” was 
sung by the full chorus, accompanied 
by the organ and a band of tympani 
drums, and its broad, ponderous stan- 


zas served as a fitting close to the 
successful concert. 


PHYSICIANS OF ENGLAND 
FIGHT INSURANCE ACT 


London, December 29.—The national 
insurance act will come into opera- 
tion January 156, but the situation be- 
tween the government and the medi- 
cal profession is still chaotic. 

The decision of the British Medical 
association, December 21, rejecting the 
final terms offered by the govern- 
ment for service under the act, while 
it proves a source of embarrassment 
to the government, is not popular 
enough in the medical profession to 
prevent the act from being carried 
into effect. Several prominent mem- 
bers of the association immediately 
resigned as a protest against its ac- 


tion. 

On the other hand, several of the 
medical members of the government’s 
advisory committee, who resigned at 
the request of the British Medical as- 
sociation, now have decided to rejoin 
that committee; while all over the 
country doctors are ignoring the as- 
sociation and are hastening to join the 
panels of doctors for administering 
the insurance act. 

There still are very far from enough 
doctors, however, to meet the require- 
ments of the government, although 
owing to the strong political feelings 
involved, which count for more in 
the controversy than the scale of fees 
offered by the government, it is im- 
possible to judge from the conflicting 
statements issued exactly how § the 
matter stands. 

In some districts where extreme dif- 
ficulty has been found in enlisting the 
doctors, the insurance commissioners 
are advertising for doctors at salaries 
of from $2,500 to $3,500 per year for 
their whole time in the service. The 
probabilities point to a considerable 
influx of doctors offering their ser- 
vices under the terms of the act witn- 
in the next few days, and the indi- 
cations are that the attempt of the 
profession to boycott the government 
will not succeed. 


Strike Causes No Disorder. 


Mexico City, December 29.—No dis- 
order was reported today in connection 
with the strike of shopmen along 
the lines of the National Railways of 
Mexico. Both freight and passenger 
traffic is reported moving on schedule 
and Superintendent De Wolf, of the 
National lines, tonight declared that 
the strike is already broken. Troops 
have been stationed at all of the more 
important shops and along the line of 
the railway.

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EXPERTS SAY JAMES THORPE, INDIAN ATHLETE, 
IS AN ABSOLUTELY PERFECT MAN PHYSICALLY 


Carlisle, Pa., December 29.—(Special.) 
The perfect physical man has been dis- 
closed to the world in the person of 
James Thorpe, a Sax and Fox Indian 
at the Carlisle Indian. school, 

At the Olympic games held in Stock- 
holm, Sweden, he received the czar of 
Russia’s trophy for winning the De- 
cathlon and that of the king of Swe- 
den for conquering in the Pentathlon. 

.in America’s football ‘season just 
finished he was acclaimed by every one 
in the United States and Canada as 
the greatest all-around football player 
the ancient game has ever produced. 

He has been hailed as the greatest 
athlete of all time by physical trainers 
of Europe and America. The task of 
making; measurements of Thorpe ac- 
cording to the anthropometric tables 
in use in - America and in many foreign 
countries were made under oath and 
are given herewith metrically, also be- 
ing reduced “to inches and tenths of 
inches. 

Greatest Athlete. 

They represent the proportions of a 
man who -not only has established the 
greatest world record for combined en- 
durance, strength, speed and agility, 
before the paramount athletic tribunal, 
and has been recognized in football, th« 
manliest of sports, as the greatest pro- 
duct of the game, but who has, in ad- 
dition, mastered nearly every known 
sport, being proficient in baseball, ten- 
nis, lacrosse, hockey, basketball, hand- 
ball, swimming, skating and half a 
dozen minor sports. 

Thorpe’s body is gracefully. mould- 
ed, and is, as is characteristic.of the 
American Indian, remarkably free of 
the growths of hair that are the usual 
accompaniment of tremendous 
strength. His movements in prepara- 
tion for great physical trials are 
slightly lumbering, heavy and indiffer- 
ent-looking to the eye. While he Is 
well set up and has a naturally good 
carriage, his full. shoulders give the 
least suggestion of a stoop, or slouch- 
iness in attitude. The impression one 
gains in seeing Thorpe walk in his 
street clothes, is that he is awkward. 
He has an uneven gait, and there 
is nothing suggestive In his appear- 
ance of the tremendous speed and 
ability of which he has shown such 
strong evidences. 

A comparison of James Thorpe's 
measurements with those of the av- 
erage American college student, com- 
piled a few years ago, when allow- 
ance is made for the fact that the av- 
erage college student was 19 years 
old and weighed 130 pounds not being 
trained down to lowest weight, shows 
Thorpe, who is now 24 years of age 
and who weighs with every superflu- 
ous ounce of flesh worked off of his 
body, 181 pounds, is far ahead of the 
type of young men from whom his 
competitors have been drawn. In 


practically every proportion, including 
height, limb lengths, girths, breadths 
and depths of various portions of his 
body. Thorpe, trained down, excseds 
the measurements of the average stu- 
Gent comparatively untrained physi- 
cally. 
Compared With Average. 

Additional tables are shown com- 
paring the average American student 
of 24 years of age, who weighs 170 
pounds, with the world’s greatest ath- 
lete. These students, when measured, 
were also untrained or at least were in 
a condition where they bore a great 
deal of useless fat on their bodies. 
They exceed Thorpe in practically all 
measurements of height except that of 
the lower limbs, where he has a slight 
advantage. 

In the lengths of upper limbs 
Thorpe averages a little less than the 
American student of the same age, 
as he, also does in a few girths, not- 
ably those of head, hips, knees and 
calves. The Indian is, however, the 
larger around and through the chest, 
but not in its width, while he has a 
slightly larger waist. Exceptional 
development to his advantage 15S 
shown in his arms, preponderating 
strength picking up both up and down 
toward the middle of his forearm. 
His neck and shoulders, waist and ab- 
domen, are also greater than those of 
the average student of equal years. 
}His lung capacity is very great and 
the strength of his back, legs and 
forearm, remarkably developed. 

For the purposes of fair comparison, 
it must be remembered that the meas- 
urements of Thorpe as referred to 
above were taken when he was train- 
ed to the lowest physical proportions, 
consistent with the all-around require- 
ments of football, in which game he 
Played at halfback and excelled every 
known, player in his performances in 
every one of half a dozen departments 
of the game, while\ the average stu- 
dents, whose -measurements are shown, 
would lose many pounds of weight and 
proportionately in thetr given meas- 
urements if they worked hard enough 
to take off useless and burdensome 
flesh. . 

The accomplishments of this truly 
exceptional individual would fill many 
columns. His Olympte record, with 
which he surprised the world and won 
eveglasting fame, are given herewith:

With 
two United States senators to be 
clected under the first democratic 
State administration in twenty years,

tain that the forty-eighth general as- 
sembly, which will be called to order 
January 8, will become one of the most 
notable that has met at Springfield.

With the senatorships almost a cer- 
tainty in Iilinois, but a bitter contest 
over organization of the legislature, 
which may delay the regular work of 
the session for weeks, is said to be 
imminent. 

Wisconsin probably “ill attract next 
Kreatest attention bythe work of its 
legislature. Wisconsin has mapped 
out a comprehensive program of “so- 
Clal betterment” legislation fo~ the year 
1918, far in advance of other states in 
the middle west, if not in the country. 
Efforts to establish a system of rural 
credits. to aid farmers, a system of 
land colonization that will make possi- 
ble the “back to the land” movement 
for the man with little money: a 
mothers’ pension plan and a minimum 
wage hill are a few of the measures 
that will be considered. 

Besides: Illinois, Michigan. Iowa, Ne- 
-braska, South Dakota, Minnesota and 
Nansas each will elect a United States 
Senator. Indiama, Missouri and Wis- 
consin will: not elect a senator. 

Indicationg point to the election from 
these seven states of four republican 
senators, at least two and posstbly three 
democrats and one progressive. IIl{- 
nois may choose two democrats, or 
name one democrat and a republican, 
or other party member, to fill the short 
term opened by the’ refusal of the 
United States senate consider Wil- 
lam Lorimer’s election valid. 

In Michigan, despite rymors of a 
combination against him, William AlI- 
den Smithq republican, has declared 
that he is certain of election. Iowa is 
slated to return to Washineton Wil- 
liam 8S. Kenyon, republican. Nebraska. 
unless the unexpected happens, will 
name George W. Norris, progressive. 
In South Dakota, Thomas Sterling, re- 
publican primary nominee, may be op- 
posed by Senator Robert J. Gamble. In 
Minnesota the return of Senator Knute 
Nelson seems assured.

TRAINING OF CAVALRY 
AND REMOUNT QUESTION 


New York, December 29.—After a 
tour of the continent began last Sep- 
tember for an inspection of the cav- 
alry establishments of the various 
Ksuropean armies, the United States 
army cavalry board, headed by Briga- 
dier General Edward J, McClernand, 
returned tonight on the steamer Cam- 
pania, with a mass of information 
regarding training of cavalry and the 
question of remounts. The results of 


their investigations will be embodied | 


in a report to the chief of staff of 
the army at Washington. 

The commission, which besides Brig- 
adier General McClernand comprises 
Major Jesse M. Carter, Lieutenant Col- 
onel J. T. Dickman and Colonel James 
Parker, visited Russia, Italy, Aust ia, 
France, Germany and England They 
said that all the cavalry they had 
seen Was On a very high plane of de- 
velopment. General McClearnand said 
they were everywhere received with 
the greatst cordialitv, and every fa- 
cility was given them for the proper 
inspection of the work of cavalry 
forces in the field and at home. 

General McClernand reported that in 
England there was a growing de- 
mand for American-bred cavalry 
horses. The British army is now us- 


ing the best of the Irish hunters, but | 


these animals are not heavy 
for the work, he said. It was his 
idea that the American horses, in- 
bred with the heavy stock from Eu- 
rope, made the ideal cavalry mount.

WEEVIL MAY REACH 
GEORGIA THIS YEAR 


According to the depart>ent of En- 
tomology of the state of Georgia, 
there are only two counties in Ala- 
bama between the boll weevil and 
this state. If the boll weevil travels 
as fast in 1913 as it has during the 
past year, it will reach the western 
counties of Georgia in the fall of 
1913. 

It is not expected that the boll wee- 
vill, even though it does reach Geor- 
Zia next year, will do any damage 
during that year, but it is more than 
apt to do considerable damage to 
the crop in 1914, unless the planters 
are able to have their cotton crop de- 
veloped to a gufficient point as to 
withstand the ravages of this. dread 
pest, when it arrives. 

According, to the department of en- 
tomology, the only way to do this is 
to plant those varietjes of cotton 
wihich will mature early, and to use 
large quantities of commercial ferti- 
lizer in order to develop the growth 
of the cotton plant fully and speed- 
ily.

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IMPROVING LAND WITH OATS AND 
PEAS. 

H. H. Mobley, Hogansville, Ga-—I am 
again writing you for your advice on 
agricultural matters and will greatly 
appreciate your candid views and sug- 
gestions of the following plans I wish 
to put into effect early next spring: 

(1) I have several acres of a mel- 
low, sandy soil, with clay subsoil, that 
has been cropped in cotton for several 
years until it does not produce satis- 
factory yields of either cotton or corn. 
Now I wish to bring up this land as 
rapidly as possible by sowing or drill- 
ing it in peas next spring. A friend 
was telling me recently of the suc- 
cess he had in drilling the California 
black eye peag this year and of the 
splendid yield of peas made per acre, 
in addition to a fine quantity of hay. 
I wish to know if you have had any 
experience with the pea mentioned, and 
if you would advise me to drill this 
land with the same. If so, how much 
and what kind of fertilizer would you 
use per acre? I understand that this 
pea is worth about twice what other 
peas are bringing on the market, and 
if they will produce as much per acre, 
it seems to me that it would be a pay- 
ing proposition. How many bushels 
per acre igs considered a fair yield? 
Would you advise mowing peas when 
about three-fourth of the pods were 
good ripe and running vines and peas 
when cured through a Koger bean and 
pea thresher in order to obtain the 
peas and at the same time save the 
hay? Have you had any experiences 
with this machine or have heard if it 
was a success from those who owned 
one? 

My idea is to make the land pro- 
duce some paying crop and at the same 
time improve the land. I hope that if 
I have made things clear and that 
you will favor me with your advice. 

Answer—(1i) Of course the cowpea Is 
now justly recognized as the crop on 
which we should mainly rely for rap- 
idly and profitably improving the con- 
dition and increasing the productive- 
ness of our worn upland soils. I uss 
the word “profitably” deliberately, be- 
cause as I have long insisted that we 
should make the land “pay as you go;” 
in other words, we should seek to get 
some immediate profits from the crops 
grown mainly for renovating purposes, 
and that this is entirely practicable. 

Had you asked for suggestions three 
months ago I would not have hesitated 
to advise the sowing of small grain, 
chiefly oats, but some wheat and a lit- 
tle rye, fertilizing judiciously but lib- 
erally. But as that opportunity has 
passed by I suggest that you sow oats 
on the land about the 15th to 20th of 
February, using plenty of seed ( 2% 
bushels per acre) of a good strain of 
rust-proof oats, and fertilizing liberal- 
ly. Had you sown the oats in Octo- 
ber it would have been well to sow 
30 or 40 pounds of hairy vetch seed 
per acre at the same time. But there 
is nothing that you could profitably 
and conveniently sow with the oats in 
February. When the oats shall have 
been harvested, say about June 1 to 15, 
proceed at once to prepare the land 


200 pounds 16 per cent acid phosphate 
and 30 to 50 pounds muriate of potash 
(or four times as much kainit). 

Of course the peavines should be har- 
vested and cured into hay. If you wait 
until one-half to three-fourths of the 
peas mature you wil) hardly have 
gained anything, because the hay will 
have lost in quantity and nutritious 
value fully as much as the peas saved 


would be worth, unless the peas could 
be sold for an exceptionally high price. 


| However, the vines at the stage you 


propose to mow them would be much 
more easily cured. 

My formula for oats calls for 200 
pounds of 16 per cent acid, 250 pounds 


of cotton seed meal and 50 pounds of 
murtate of potash per acre, or only 
150 pounds of cotton seed meal and 50 
pounds of nitrate of soda as soon 4s 


‘the oats are up. 


After harvesting the peas proceed to 
prepare the land for oats and sow 
about the middle of October, fertilizing 
as directed and sowing in open fur- 
rows. I would sow again in peas after 
harvesting the oats. I know nothing 
about the California black eye peas 
by that name. A fair yield of peas 
should be about twenty to thirty 
bushels per acre, ranging from ten to 
thirty. I do not know of any farmer 
of whom you might purchase seed.

Answer—yYou fail to state a very 
important factor in an estimate of 
how much fertilizer would probably be 
required to secure a ‘yield, next year 
(1913), of 1% bales per acre, viz: the 
amount of fertilizer you applied_dur- 
ing each of the past two years, How- 
ever, that is not the main point of 
your inquiry, assuming that you have 
already concluded that 1,500 pounds of 
8—2—4 will be sufficient to accomplish 
your purpose and that you are in 
doubt only - regard to the manner 
of applying it.

a scooter plow—very narrow but long— 
in each of these furrows as deeply as 
possible in order to mix the fertilizer 
end at the same time break the soil 
deeper.

An 8—2—4 is a very good formula on 
land that is inclined to produce too 
much “weed.”

Indeed, I advise putting in 
30 or 40 Ilbs., of nitrate with the 
Planting seed or immediately after 
planting.

When Mrs. Lucy Dugas, divorced 
wife of the son of Senator Benjamin 
R. Tillman, engaged in a legal fight for 
the possession of her children a few 
days ago, in the capital city of the Pal- 
metto state, another chapter was added 
to the dramatic history of the famous 
Pickens family. 

This case has attracted wide and 
intense interest. Senator Tillman has 
been a conspicuous and pathetic figure 
in the’ struggle. While the suit was 
nominally against young Tillman, the 
aged father made an indomitable fight 
for his son to get the little ones, so 
that in his declining years he might en- 
joy their brightness and affection. By 
the terms of the court decree the moth- 
er has the children about nine months 
and the father three of each year. 

It may be of interest to turn back a 
few pages in the history of the family 
from which Mrs. Lucy Dugas is de- 
scended. 

Story of “Queen of Confederacy. 

The gandmother of Lucy Dugas was 
the famous Mrs. Francis W. Pickens, 
known as the “Queen of the Confed- 
eracy.” *° 

During the administration of Presi- 
dent Buchanan, Colonel Pickens was 
appointed minister to Russia, and there 
his young wife became noted through- 
out Europe for her charm and won- 
drous beauty. The empress was s80 
tenderly attached to Mrs. Pickens that 
she became an inmate of the imperial 
palace, where her child was born, the 
child that was destined to figure so 
strangely in history. 

The czarina claimed the privilege of 
being godmother for the infant, and it 
is stated that her christening was 
marked by all the grandeur of the 
Russian court. She was named by the 
Czarina Douschka Olga Francisca Eu- 
genia, but she was ever known as 
PDouschka, which in English means 
Darling. 

In 1860. the day Abraham Lincoln 
wae elected, President Francis Pickens 
was elected as the chief executive of 
South Carolina, of which state his fath- 
er and grandfather had previously 
been governor. With his wife and lit- 
tle daughter, Governor Pickens return- 
ed to America, but the Russian royal 
family never forgot the little Dousch- 
Ka, and upon each birthday she receiv- 
ed from Czar Alexander II. many beau- 
tiful and costly gifts. 

She Was Idol of Carolina. 

In later years Douschka became the 
{dol of Carolina. Civil and military 
officers were attached to her. It was 
this universal] love that made her his- 
torically the leading young woman of 
the south. The late General Alford, the 
distinguished old confederate veteran, 
gave a graphic picture when he told 
the following: 

“When the days grew darker and 
darker, and it was seen that war could 
not be prevented, the confederates at 
Charleston prepared for conflict. The 
federals occupied Fort Sumter, and 
General Beauregard made every prep- 
aration to defend the city. When it was 
finally decided that he should bombard 
the federal fort, he invited Governor 
Pickens inspect the garrison and 
witness the inception of hostilities, 

The governor visited the forts and 
gunboats, and took with him his wite 
and child, Douschka. All the guns were 
in readiness for the first fatal shot 
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to 


which was to rend the nation in fratri-é 


cidal strife. 
Fired Firat Gun of War. 

“When the governor had visited all 
parts of the garrison, General Beaure- 
gard picked up the golden-haired, blue- 
eyed little girl and petted her for a 
moment. Then he placed a burning 
match in her baby fingers and held her 
until she touched the fuse of a cannon. 
Thus the child, at the tender age of 3 
years, born in the Russian palace, the 
pet of the nobility and the daughter of 
the great war governor, fired the first 
gun in the greatest war of modern 
times.” 

Mrs. Pickens, as mistress of the ex- 
ecutive mansion In Columbia, became 
a factor in the political life of the 
state during a period of great excite- 
ment, when the momentous issues 
were being decided by the arbitrament 
of the sword She attracted about 
her a coterie of distinguished men, 
and her power was felt. She wielded 
a subtle and potent influence. Her 
mental acuteness and sound judgment 
¢nabled her to render the governor 
invaluable assistance by unraveling 
many knotty political problems. 
Among the many distinctions con- 
ferred upon Mrs. Pickens was that of 
having her picture engraved on the 
confederate bills. General Preston 
bestowed upon her a graceful eulo- 
gium when at a dinner given in her 
honor the raised his glass—‘“To the 
queen of the confederacy,” said he. 
This appellation always clung to her. 

Heme Noted for Hespitality. 

At the close of his administration 
Governor Pickens retired to private 
life at his country home, Edgewood, 
on the outskirts of Edgefield. S C. 
This old mansion, built with English 
solidity in colonial style of architec- 
ture, was in the midst of a park of 
magnolia, oaks and iaurel, and here 
were entertained the beauty and 


chivalry of the south, where was dis- 
pensed a princely hospitahty. 

The Pickens stables were noted for 
the finest blooded stock in the state 
and the kennels contained dogs of 
lengthy pedigrees. 

Fox hunting was the favorite sport 
of that locality, and the chase was 
often led by Senator Wade Hampton, 
Senator M. C. Butler and other dash- 
ing and gallant men. 

When the war closed, with its 
changed conditions, Governor Pickens 
continued to Keep up this estate as 
before. His slaves, though liberated 
by formal proclamation, remained in 
his service. It was a personal love 
they had for their master, who con- 
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tinued to care for them 
days. 

Governor Pickens died in January, 
1867. His old negroes bore on their 
shoulders the remains of their master 
to his grave. it was a strangely im- 
pressive ecene, affording a glimpse 
into the past civilisation, the baronial 
age of South Carolina. 

House Hesumes Ante-Bellum Galety. 

After a period of mourning the old 
was reopened and assumed its 
ante-bellum pgaiety. It was in this 
atmosphere that Douschka was nur- 
tured, and she maturedinto a magnifi- 
cent womanhood. She loved nature, 
and was a splendid horsewoman, the 
fox chase was a sport in which she 
delighted, always riding the leading 
horse and often capturing the brush. 

There were many ‘feats of courage 
that characterized her life, but that 
which gave her the synonym of Caro- 
lina’s Joan of Arc, was the following 
incident: 

In 1876 the Red Shirt movement 
which redeemed South Carolina from 
the carpet-bag domination started In 
Edgefield county. The state was com- 
pletely under republican control, but

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Wade Hampton said he would be gov- 
ernor or Know the reason why. The 
republicans, mostly negroes, were riot- 
ing throughout the state, and clash- 
es with the whites was a daily inetl- 
dent; in fact, there was an incipient 
war of races in South Carolina, repub- 
licangs and negroes having greatly the 
advantage. Just at this juncture a 
band of 1,500 red shirts. rode _ into 
Edgefield village with TI‘ouschka Pick- 
ens at the head. The sight was tin- 
spiring as Joan of Arc, leading her 
victorious soldiers to battle. She was 
clad in costume of red, and from her 
slouched hat waved a long scarlet 
plume. She called the men to follow 
her, kindling the wildest etnhusiasm. 
Through her guidance the red shirts 
were triumphant, the negroes became 
subdued. Irom that day peace reign- 
ei among the negroés of Edgefield 
county. 

A few years later Douschka married 
Dr. Dugas, of Auguste, Ga. At her 
death she left Lucy Frances, who sub- 
sequently married (Benjamin R. Till- 
man, Jr. Her -rriage was a notable 
one, taking place at “Edgewood,” the 
old Pickens homestead.

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BRYAN WILL ASK CONGRESS 
TO AID TERRAPIN INDUSTRY 


As the result of Deputy Game War- 
den A. M. Barbee’s recent discovery 
of a profitable method for the incu- 
bation of diamond-back terrapin eggs 
congress will be asked to make an ap- 
propriation for the encouragement of 
the terrapin industry, and none other 
than William Jennings Bryan has 
agreed to put the proposition before 
a committee of the national legisia- 
tive body. 

Deputy Barbee operates one of the 
largest diamond-back terrapin farme 
in the country at Isle of Hope, Ga. 
While on a recent visit to Savannah 
the famous Nebraskan visited the 
farm and was so impressed with the 
terrapin industry that he agreed to 
ask congress for an appropriation. 

It was from Deputy Barbee that 
Mr. Bryan purchased the two terra- 
pins which he presented to Josephus 
Daniel, of North Carolina, this week. 

While observing Deputy Barbee’s 
method of incubation, Mr. Bryan had 
a remarkable experience. The boxes in 
which the eggs are natched out are 
al] dated so that the time of hatching 
may be forecast to a day. 

Deputy Barbee reacned into one of 
these boxes as he and the Nebraskan 
walked through the hatchery, and 
picking out a nice “ripe” terrapin 
exe. Placed it in te palm of Mr. 
Bryan’s hand. Mr. Bryan was 
tremely interested and was studying 
the little egg very closely, when sud-
